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ALD. E. 6, JOHNS 
ADDRESSES ROTARY 


At the last meeting of the Red Deer 
Rotary Club, Ald, E. G. Johns gave a 
very | interesting address on the 
subjest, “Citizenship, its Opportunitivs 


and Responsibilities,” Mr. Johns 
said: ; 
What is public service? For the 


purposes of this talk I wish te impose 
an arbitrary meaning and take the 
term to indicate that:service rendered 
to the community by individuals who 
are not employed and paid by the 
community for so doing. A little re. 
flection upon this: rather overwhelms 
one. It is hard to grasp the immen- 
sity of this service; ft covers every 
field of human endeavor. It is so 
wonderful in its scope, and so impor- 
tant in its bearing on the life of the 
people, that there is ho exaggeration 
in saying that civilization as we have 
it today is what lit is because of the 
service gratuitously rendered by in- 
dividuals and that without such ser- 
vice the march of civilization would 
mot only be halted but destroyed and 
the human race forced back into a 
condition of bondage to officialdom 
that has taken many centuries to es- 
cape from. 

Public service takes so many differ- 
ent forms that it would take a large 
volume just to enumerate them; and it 
would not only be idle but tedious to 
attempt it now. For the sake of this 
discussion I wish to deal with the 
proposition as it affects us in Red 
Deer and to briefly examine the op- 
portunities offered and the responsi- 
bility placed upon every citizen to 
‘take care of his share of the public 
life of the community. Rightly re- 
garded, public service fis not altruism 
but just simply doing a work that in 
some form or other devolves upon all 
of us. I am not suggesting that it 
does not entail sacrifice, and without 
this element of sacrifice let me say 
public service would have no virtue 
in it either for the community or the 
servant. 

Cowper says, “God made the coun- 
try; man made the town.” Broadly 
speaking this dictum lis true, and we 
can well begin by asking ourselves if 
we are satisfied with our handiwork. 
Have we made this town the place we 
want fit to be, are we quite satisfied 
that there is nothing we can do to im- 
prove it? I know every man here 
feels with me that while we are proud 
of our little city and jealous of its 
reputation, there are many things that 
could be dong to improve it, morally, 
socially and commercially, if every 
citizen became imbued with this idea 
of service and co-operation. 

Every opportunity brings with it 
responsibility to use the opportunity 
end to use it right. The two are in- 
separably linked. There are men in 
our commuinty, and I honour them for 
their efforts, who give of their time 
and organizing ‘talent to provide us 
with baseball, hockey and kindred 
sports. They have accepted the op- 
portunity and become responsible, not 
only to the fans but to the commun- 
‘ity, to see that they give us the kind 
of sport that will mot only amuse but 
elevate. I think they have a serious 
responsibility. In their hands, to a 
great extent, is placed the training 
of our boys in the ideals of sports- 
manship. Unfortunately we cannot 
give the boys this training in our 
schools as I would dike, they must get 
dt at the Diamond or the Rink. Ip 
this connection there ‘is an opportunity 
that if grasped and utilized to the full 
would pay us back a thousandfold in 
the character that would be built into 
our boys at the most susceptible age. 
I refer to the need of a physical in- 
structor in our schools. .There is 
nothing that inculcates into a ‘boy the 
spinit of courage, discipline, manliness 
and sportsmanship like actually play- 
ing games under tthe discipline and 
control of a ‘thorough gentleman. 
Watching others does not, unfortu- 
nately, breed this spirit, rather does 
it breed a spirit of blind partisanship 
that puts the winning of the game as 
of more importance than the playing. 
I wish we could, just for one year, get 
enough money to engage such a man 
as I have described. give him control 
over the boys in our schoole for cer- 
tain periods of the day, let him organ- 
jze them and teach them how to play" 
The benefits that would acc4ue would 
not only be physical, but mental and 
moral. 

There are others who give their 
time—such objects as the Horticul- 
tural Society—organizations that ex- 
ist to bring joy and beauty, as well as 
thrift and industry, into the lives of 
this community. How much more 
they could accomplish if we only gave 
them our whole-hearted co-operation. 
The work in the organizations that 
exist for boys and girls in this town 
are struggling against the apathy that 
exists among us men. We owe 4 lot to 
the men and women who give ‘their 
time to these duties, but we are 
simply content to let them go with- 
out even thanking them let alone help- 
ing. All these things entail sacrifice, 
and if we are only going to do ‘those 
things we like to do there is no virtue 
in it; it ts chiefly selfishness. 

The work that Sunday school teach- 
ers are doing is in my estimation of 
the utmost importance. IT suppose 
every man here had the privilege of 
receiving religious instruction in 
school. Unfortunately, in my opinion, 
such is not the case today. Owing to 
a variety of causes, religious instruc- 
tion is barred, and were it not for the 
self-denying service of certain men 
and women who give their time and 
jabour for the benefit of the children, 
many of them would never receive 
such instruction at all. 

There are organizations that try to 
foster the cultural side of our lives, 
such as musical societies and the 
Mbrary. These deserve our interest 
and encouragement. I am sure there 
wilt be some fitting punishment ‘in 
the next world for the man who can 
sing and won't. He certainly is neg- 
Jecting a very agreeable way of doing 
his duty. There ‘are so many other 
apreeable opportunities offered in 
our town, but I cannot go any further 
into them, but must mention in clos- 
ing the Board of Trade, the School 
Board and the City Council. These 
three are unquestionably the most 
important bodies in the life of the 
city. I cannot take the time to deal 
with theffirst two mentioned except to 
say that they are both essential to the 
well being of every city in the Jand,

Fairly comprehensive investigations 
have established the fact that 60 per- 
cent. of our children in school have 
defective vision. A certain percent- 


ed or brought about by misuse of the 
eyes before the children enter school, 
With this start and the average un- 
satisfactory school lighting 
along we find a materia] increase in 
vision at the end of the high school 
period when compared with the num- 
ber at the beginning of the school 
period. 

In a report issued by the Eyesight 
Conservation Council of Canada re- 
cently, the following appears: “The 
eyes of one thousand workers in Tor- 
‘onto were examined. At the working 
distan'ce only 138 had normal vision. 
460 had slight defects, while 408, or 
41 percent. had faulty eyesight which 
interfered with their work and necessi- 
tated glasses. Only 127 of these were 
wearing suitable glasses yielding nor- 
mal, balanced vision. 

Defective eyesight in the public 
schools is costing the taxpayers of 
the nation at least $130,000,000 annu- 
ally, it is asserted by the Eyesight 
Conservation Council of America, 
whichisa statement sent to directors 
of summer schools! throughout the 
country urges organized conservation 
of vision as a social and economic 
need. 

To bring about an improvement 
there is available only a small number 
of workers for good illumination and 
eyesight conservation compared with 
the magnitude of the task. For first 
of all our homes must be better light- 
ed, and this should be supplemented 
with intelligent and thorough super- 
vision and care of the children’s eyes. 

The illumination in our school 
must be brought up-to-date and an- 


must be a permanent policy. 

‘Parents, teachers and school boards 
must be made to realize their respon- 
sibilities that they are guardians of 
the coming generation, and that the 
means toassist them in their guardian- 
ship are theirs, not by asking, but 
simply by accepting that which is 
offered them by experts.

MR. SPEAKMAN ENDORSED 


(Hdmonton Journal, Nov. 15th) 


At the annual convention of the 
political association for Red Deer, on 
Thursday, a vote of confidence in the 
member for the riding, Mr. Alfred 
Speakman, was unanimously passed. 
This action was taken after he had 
delivered a two-hour address on. the 
work of the last session at Ottawa in 
the course of which he defended his 
action in opposing the Woodsworth 
Shaw amendment to the budget. 

The seven Alberta members who 
supported the amendment shortly 
afterwards joined hands with som2 
from other provinces in forming what 
came to be known as “the ginger 
group.” A letter was sent to Mr. 
Forke, in which it was stated that 
henceforth they did not propose to 
attend the caucus of the parliamentary 
group, of which he is the leader Its 
organization, they declared, “tends to 
perpetuate the type of partyism al- 
ready described and which we were 
elected to oppose and to ‘hamper us in 
the advocacy of those principles to 
which we adhere.” The divergence of 
viewpoint has become so marked, the 
letter continued, “that it would seem 
in the best interests of the movement 
that we be left free from constraint to 
work for the cause independently of 
8 present parliamentary organiza- 
tion.” 

After the session several statements 
were made by Alberta representatives 
which clarified still further what had 
happened at Ottawa. On July 15, 
Mr. Irvine, the member for East Cal- 
gary, published an article in “The U. 
F, A.,” in which he pointed out that 
“four of the U.F.A. membens did not 
see their way clear to take their 
stand with the others’—though as a 
matter of fact there were five, Messrs. 
Warner, Kellner, Lucas, Speakman 
and Jelliff. oa 

It is not for me, continued Mr. 

Irvine, to judge these men nor 
call their .motives in question. 
They no doubt are sincere in stay- 
ing with the Progressive party. 
They probably think that in so 
doing they are carrying out the 
U.F.A. principles. It therefore re- 
mains for the U.F.A. itself to set- 
tle the matter of difference. If 
these men ‘have misunderstood 
their mission or have erred in 
their judgment, their case will go 
before this tribunal. I hope that 
their position at Ottawa is due to 
misunderstanding and that ‘the 
organization will clearly instruct 
its representatives on this issue 
before the next session of parlia- 
ment. 

The other Alberta members 
described by Mr. Irvine as having 
“at last freed themselves from _ the 
party trap into which they were lured 
when they attended the Saskatoon 
convention of Progressives after ‘the 
last election.” 

Parliament is expected to meet 
again in January, but it has yet to be 
determined whether the majority or 
the minority of the Alberta represen- 
tatives have the approval of the U. 
F. A. as a whole of the course which 
they adopted last session. Mr. Speak- 
man has had his stand endorsed by 
his constituency organization, but 
that in Battle River, which met in 
August, heartily approved of the ac: 
tion of its member, Mr. Spencer, in 
withdrawing from the Progressive 
caucus and associating himself with 
the “ginger group.” Other ridings 
have yet to be heard from. 

Such a division as has manifested 
itself is of legitimate interest to the 
Alberta public at large as well as to 
those who are entitled to register 
their opinions at U.F.A. gatherings. 
One would think that each member, 
before he returns to Ottawa, would 


were 


put his case, as Mr. Speakman and 
Mr. Spencer have done, before his con 
stituency association so that he may 
know how his attitude is regarded by 
those responsible for his election.

Alberta Judging Teams Win 


Considerable distinction has been 
brought to the Province of Alberta 
during the past week by the success 
of the stock judging teams which rep- 
resented the province at the Royal 
Stock Show at Toronto. 

The team in swine judging from 
Vegreville, comprised of Albert Jones 
and Peter Wylie, was successful in 
winning the Canadian National stock 
judging competition aganst the other 
western teams at Toronto. This team 
won the C.P.R. silver trophy in the 
swine judging competitions of the 
boys’ and girls’ clubs. in Northern 
Alberta some weeks ago, and: also the 
free trip to the Toronto show offered 
by the Canadian National railways. 
The team was coached by F. H. New- 
combe, district agriculturist of the 
Provincial Department at Vegreville. 

The Macdonald cup in the stock 
judging contest at Toronto was won 
by the team from Alberta University, 
composed of Thos. Devlin, Wm. 
Gentleman, Malcolm (McAra, C. K. 
Johns and L. B. Thomson, in charge 
of Prof. Sackville of the Animal Hus- 
bandry Department of the Unfversity, 
Premier honours jn the entire compe- 
tition were carried off by Devlin. 


The dates for the annual provincial 
seed fair, to be held this year at Cal- 
gary are announced tentatively as be- 
ing January 20 to'23. The arrange- 
ments are in the hands of the Provin- 
ciak Department of Agriculture and 
the Alberta Seed Growers, Associ- 
ation. 


Muoicipal Convention 

The annual convention of the Alber- 
ta association of municipal districts 
will be held this year at Calgary on 
November 27 and 28. 

Steady Improvement in Cream 
Quality 

Returns of cream grading for ten 
months of the present year show a 
continued increase in the quality of 
cream produced in the province. To 
the end of October of this year a 
total of 45,705,476 tbs. of cream had 
been graded, compared with 38,294,195 
for the same period of jast year. Of 
the amount graded this year, 41 per- 
cent. graded special compared with 
37.6 percent. last year, and 44.3 per- 
cent. graded first compared with 41.4 
percent. last year. There has been a 
consequent drop in seconds from 16.9 
percent. dast year to 11.3 percent. this 
year. 

The increase in cream graded this 
year Over last year in the ten months 
has been 21.2 percent. The amount 
of butter graded in the tem months 
has been 13,008,223 Ibs. compared 
with 9,057,592 Ibs. for the same period 
of last year, an increase of 43.6 per- 
cent. 


Holds Corn Show 


Another stage in Alberta’s progress 
as a corn growing country was mark- 
ed last week with the holding of a 
corn show at Milk River, south of 
Lethbridge. There was a good num 
ber of entries and the exhibits were 
of good quality. 


Indians Hold Convention 


More than a hundred delegates from 
every Blackfoot tribe on the continent 
attended the first convention of the 
tribe at Macleod, in Southern Alberta: 
last week. The reports of the con 
vention describe it as a conclave of 
sober-minded, intelligent Indians bent 
upon the discussion of problems 
pecular to them and the development 
of their reserves. Many of the 
members of the Blackfoot tribes in 
Alberta are successful farmers. 


Attendance at Agricultural Schools 


Attendance at the Agricultural 
Schools this year shows a consider- 
able revival of interest in the 
schools. The attendance at the Olds 
School of Agriculture this term has 
reached 180. The attendance last 
year was 132. The attendance at the 
Agricultural School at Claresholm is 
now 79, with eight or ten more to 
come, compared with a total attend- 
ance last term of 70. At Vermilion 
School there are now 50 British youths 
in attendance, 


Alberta’s Good Record 

A crop map prepared by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, received at the 
Department of Agriculture at Edmon- 
ton, shows that of the 32 stations on 
the C.P.R. in the west which shipped 
more than two million bushels, one of 
them being in Alberta. This was Vul- 
can, south of Calgary. 


Protection and the establishment of 
branch industrial plants in Canada by 
firms having their headquarters in 
other countries is one of the results 
of the Tariff. Let no one think other 
wise. There would be little surprise 
in an American manufacturing firm 
opening a branch plant in Canada if it 
could ship in its products free of duty. 
For the samg reason there would be 
no purpose in a British firm opening a 
branch plant in this country. 


So if Canada is to retain what 
branch plants she has, and is to get 
more of them, she must retain her 
Tariff. No argument is required to 
demonstrate the truth of this state 
ment. It is obvious to anyone who 
gives the subject the slightest consid- 
eration. Even a free trader must ad- 
mit that without protection the num- 
ber of branch plants established in 
this country would be few. 

Fully 700 branches of American in- 
dustrial firms have been located in 
Canada during the last-25 years. These 
represent an ‘investment of over 
$700,000,000. Everybody admits that 
this has been a wonedrful thing for 
the country. It has porvided employ- 
ment for thousands, and has dlis- 
tributed hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars in wages. It has put on their 
feet towns and cities that were 
languishing. It has caused other plac- 
es to grow rapidly from small com- 
munities into large cities. 

This branch-factory building ‘has 
been the most marked development in 
the industrial life of Canada during 
the last quarter of a century. It ac- 
counts very largely for the rapid in- 
dustrial expansion that has_ taken 
place. On this point there is not the 
slightest dispute. The person who 
seriously argued that these ‘branch 
plants were not good for the country 
would be derided. 

This subject is bound to receive 
more consideration because of the re- 
turn of the Conservative party in 
Great Britain. As is well known, it is 
committed to the adoption of a certain 
amount of protection. The best evi- 
dence of this is to be seen in its 
preferential trade proposals, which 
are sure to be adopted. On this mat- 
ter Premier Baldwin is committed. 

In proportion as the British prefer- 
ence is applied within the Empire to 
products manufactured therein, ‘the 
greater the inducement will be on 
the part of the American firms to es- 
tablish branch plants in Canada. For 
in doing so they not only are assured 
of getting into the Canadian markets 
on a better basis than if they manu- 


factured wholly in the United States; 


but they are also permitted to get 


into the British Empire market on 
equal footing with other British firms. 
Next possibly to the United States, 
‘tthe British Empire market is the best 
in the world. 


From: this it follows that the wider 
the application of the British Prefer- 
ential trade policy by other portions 
of the Empire the better will it be for 
Canada; to that extent has she a better 
chance to prodwee manufactures for 
these other portions. The trouble to 
date with ‘this policy has been that, for 
Canada, it has been a case of giving 
much in the way of a preference and 
getting very little out of it. But in 
Proportion as Britain goes in for it, 
the more will Canada’s position be 
improved. 

This brings one back to the prin- 
ciple that Protection is absolutely 
necessary to the adoption of a truly 
preferential trade policy, and that 
Canada stands to secure branch fac- 
tories in proportion as this takes 
place. Even a lower tariff would kill 
the movement of branch factories to 
Canada, to say nothing of the effects 
that are sure to follow the full 
fruition of a policy, which, its su 
porters say, “sounds the death knell 
of Protection.”

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HOW TO DRESS TURKEYS 


Starve the bird for 24 hours befor2 
killing, but water can be given. Tie 
the bird’s feet together with a stout 


cord and hang up. Then open its 
mouth anf cut the two veins on the 
sides of the throat, using a broad 
bladed knife with a double edge. 
Then stick the bird in the brain by 
driving the knife through the roof of 
{ts mouth until the knife hits the 
skull. Turn the knife before with- 
drawing it. Sticking the bird in the 
brain paralyzes it and the muscles 
immediately relax. 

You should start to remove the 
feathers at once, pullng the large wing 
and tail feathers with a ‘twisting 
movement. Be sure that the bird is 
bleeding freely and in order to keep 
the blood from splashing on the 
worker, a small tin pail can be hung 
on the bird so that its head is inside 
the pail. 

Remove all the feathers, then hang 
the bird up to cool for at least 24 
hours before packing. Don't let the 
bird freeze and do not keep it in too 
warm. a temperature. Wrap the heads 
before packing and dine the boxes in 
which the birds are packed with 
paper and put paper between the 
layers of birds. Do not pack turkeys 
{in large crates as they are apt to 
bruise badly. Use small boxes that 
wit hold about 12 birds or so apiece. 
Do not truss or tie the birds up with 
string or binder twine. This is apt to 
make them sweat. 

No. 2 turkeys are graded down for 
the following reasons: Crooked 
breasts, bruises, torn skin, thinness, 
redness (caused by insufficient bleed- 
ing). Do not remove the feet or 
head and do not draw them. Tag 
crates on both ends and put another 
tag inside the box.

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THE VALUE OF WEMBLEY TO 
CANADA 


Now that the Great Empire exhibi- 
tion in London is closed, at least tem- 
porarily, it is possible to consider 
whatits value has been to Canada. It 
costus a great deal. Are we likely to 
get any adequate return for the public 
money expended on the Canadian ex- 
hibits? We believe that we certainly 
shall do so. By general consent the 
Canadian exhibits were amongst the 
very finest in the whole exhibition. 
Both the Government and the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway exhibits convey- 
ed to the visiting public a highly 
Striking idea of the greatness of 
Canadan resources and the rich pos- 
sibilities of our country. The idea 
could not have been so conveyed ata 
‘better time, for the unemployment 
situation in great Britain, the Con- 
servative programme of Empire de- 
velopment, and the result of the gen- 
eral election in Great Britain, have all 
brought strongly before the minds of 
British people the question of emi- 
gration and capital investment in the 
overseas dominions. If the people of 
Great Britain realize that not only has 
Canada vast areas of farm lands 
awaiting settlement, but also mineral 
resources, timber, water power, ‘fish- 
eries and furs all capable of ytelding 
employment both for capital and for 
men, the result may be an era of de- 
velopment and growth in Canada that 
will bring prosperity on a _ highly 
satisfactory scale. Undoubtedly, the 
hope of Great Britain lies in Empire 
development, and undoubtedly Canada 
is for most of her people the most 
attractive of the Dominions on ac- 
count of proximity and general condl- 
tions. The idea of Canada as an ice- 
bound wilderness, if it still lingers on 
fin the minds of the more ignorant of 
the British people, could hardiy sur- 
vive the sight of the well developed 
products of Canada at the exhtbition— 


the fruits, the grain, the ilNuminated | 


railway maps showing the network of 
railways crossing the continent, the 
varied examples of Canadian resourc- 
es and industry. A large proportion of 
the people of Great Britain, 45 mil- 
elions in all, visited Wembley. Few of 
those who did so can have failed to sec 
the Canadian pavilions. It was a 
magnificent chance for advertisement, 
and the chance was well made use of. 
This is an age of advertiving on the 
grand scale. Advertisements receive 
probably more attention that at any 
previous time, and such an advertise- 
ment as Canada received at Wembley 
will almost certainly bring in due 
time ample repayment for what It 
cost. We cannot do too much to pre- 
serve the predominantly British char- 
acter of our country. We cannot on 
the other hand do too much to bring 
home to the British public that here 
and not in Bolshevist Russia is the 
proper place for British capital to be 


invested and for British trade to find 
its means of stimulus, which will re- 
lieve the nightmare of unemployment. 
Our exhibits at Wembley have done 
not a little in that direction, and we 
believe that they represent money 
well spent. 
—_—_—— 


A POLITICAL ROCKET 


When Mr. Ramsay Macdonald be- 
came the first Labour Prime Minister 
of Great Britain, the people of Canada 
were disposed to look with much sym- 
pathy on him and to wish him all suc- 
cess. It is difficult to retain that 
sympathy in view of his behaviour be- 
fore and during the recent general 
election which so utterly crushed him 
and his government. As to the merits 
of the political parties in Great Brit- 
ain it is not our part to say anything, 
butitis difficult not to regret the lack 
of dignity and the whining, abusive 
note which pervaded his speeches and 
declarations before, during, and after 
the election. 

It is a matter of general and not of 
partisan interest to wonder if this is 
the end of his career as a leading Brit- 
ish politician. He has had strange 
ups and downs. During the war his 
active pacifism led to his being beaten 
in the 1918 election and ceasing to be 
a member of Parliament, as well as in- 
curring a certain measure of social 
ostracism. Yet after five brief years 
he had !eaped upward to the position 
of Prime Minister, and as such he 
was treated with a respect and kindli- 
ness by all parties which was more 
than a little surprising. For a time it 
seemed as if he was going to rise to 
unusual heights even for a_ British 
Prime Minister. He was acélaimed as 


a great and successful leader in 
British foreign policy. His words 
were listened to with deference 
throughout Europe and indeed the 
world. 


Now he has fallen, and not only the 
majority of the British people but even 
many of his own party have turned 
away from him with something like 
contempt. He has created the impres- 
sion of an essentially weak man, who 
was unable to prevent the courtesy of 
friends and political opponents from 
turning his head, and who was like- 
wise unable to stand against the ex- 
tremists of his own party when they 
threatened him with rebellion if he 
resisted them. There is something 
not wholly unlike the late President 
Wilson of the United States in Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald. Ulness and 
death prevented President Wilson 
from showing whether he was capable 
of again gaining the confidence of his 
countrymen. It is to be sincerely hop- 
ed that no such tragedy lies before 
Mr. Macdonald. If for no other reas- 
on than the touch of human _inteest 
which attaches ‘to all sudden and 
great changes of fortune, many will 
wish to see what course the career of 
Mr. Macdonald will now follow. He 
may confound all his critics by again 
climbing to power, or ‘he may ‘apse 
back into the obscurity from which he 
came. We in Canada can watch the 


working out of this human problem 
with the impartial interest of detach 


ed observers.

| BLUNDERING IN 
IMMIGRATION POLICY 


We have had occasion in Red Deer 
in the last two or three years to pay 
a good deal of attention to the immi- 
gration policy of our Government 
owing to the fact of our district hav- 
ling been made one of the reception 
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ties of immigrants. These have main- 
ly come from the north of Scotland, 
and they have been welcomed here by 
everybody as just the type of people 
We wanted. It is, therefore, disturb 
ing to learn that not long ago the 
whole movement of emigration from 
the north of Scotland to Canada near- 
ly received a disastrous blow through 
the foolish (to put it in the kindest 
way) blundering of someone or other 
in the Canadian immigration depart- 
ment. Regulations had been framed 
and made public for the bringing of 
married men and their families to the 
West as well-as for locating single 
men in various districts of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. On the strength 
of these announcements large mnum- 
bers of families in Scotland had made 
all arrangements to come to Canada, 
had broken up their homes and in- 
curred potential expenses heavy 
enough to be very serious for them. 
Suddenly it was decided to change the 
scheme of emigration and the regula- 
tions governing it, and it was an- 
nounced to the Canadian Government 
agents in Scotland that married men 
and families would not be taken and 
that single men would be taken only 
to Winnipeg and dispersed from there, 
No provision whatever was suggested 
for dealing with those who had, as 
above stated, incurred such _ serious 
commitments on the faith of the super- 
seded regulations, Fortunately, the 
Canadian Government were not allow- 
ed to make the blunder. It was 
urgently represented to them that the 
effect of such action would be simply 
disastrous for future emigration to 
Canada from Scotland as_ showing 
that the good faith of the Canadian 
Government could not be relied on. 
The original policy was restored, and 
we have reason to believe that proper- 
ly drastic steps were taken at Otta- 
wa to see that the individual, who had 
given the entirely misleading infor- 
mation which nearly caused the blun- 
der, did not get a chance to repeat his 
performance. It was however only 
due to the energetic initiative from 
one particular quarter that this mis- 
take was averted. We in Red Deer, 
who value this immigration from the 
Highlands of Scotland, may hope 
that such things will not be allowed 
to happen again. 


The Advocate condemns the use of 
superlatives in an editorial, and in the 
adjacent column speaks of “The most 
persistent and energétic propagandist 
of the Liberal party issues in platform 
and leader * * * is the editor of 
The Calgary Albertan.” Before an 
adjective “most” is the superlative. 
The Advocate also suggests Davidson 
for Liberal leader. We believe the 
Advocate should minify their super- 
latives in mentioning Davidson, who 
was a traitor to the Liberal party and 
seems to contemplate repeating the 
performance with those who voted 
him into the legislature.

If this 
government continues piling up de- 
fidits and national debts, destroying 
industries and killing trade, as in the 
past, his prophecy will no doubt be 
realized. It will be a Canada with “no 
anybody.”

We were glad to see Inskip, of The 
Adelphi Hotel, Lacombe, cleared of 
the charges against him.

and that we fail in our duty if we fail 
to take ‘a share in their activities. 


Indeed I cannot imagine any self- 
respecting business man failing to be- 
come a member of the Board of Trade. 
Whether he is a member or not, he is 
a beneficiary, and only a parasite 
will continue to receive benefit year 
after year without doing anything in 
return, 

[have been giving a lot of consider- 
ation to a condition of affairs that 
exists in our country, that I believe 
augurs no good to future welfare of 
the community. I refer to the in- 
creasing reluctance of many of the 
best citizens to accept nomination for 
service on public bodies. Particularly 
is this evil prevalent in Western 
Canada, where, because of the peculiar 
problems incident to the growth of a 
young and virile nation, strong and 
wise leadership is more necessary 
than in older settled communities, 
whose problems can usually be 
solved by reference to precedents 
created in the past. 

It is difficult to arrive at the reasons 
that have brought about this un- 
British state of affairs. I use the 
term un-British advisedly for there is 
no doubt that the position of Britain 
today in the world is the result of the 
fact that for centuries the best in the 
land have considered it an honour and 
a privilege to serve their fellow citi- 
zens in a public capacity. Of course 
in Britain existed a class who by reas- 
on of the privilege of birth and edwea- 
tion naturally gravitated to positions 
of public responsibility and service. 
This, the so-called governing class, 
provided England with ‘her Magis- 
trates, Judges, officers of Army and 
Navy, ‘in fact certain spheres of public 
service were reserved for this class 
alone and were appointments made di- 
rectly by the Crown. 

These were very valuable services 
to the realm and much of this service 
was given gratis; but at the same 
time there was another very impor 
tant class of public servants, those 
who represented the people as dis- 
tinct from ‘those who represented the 
King. These included M.P.s, members 
of county and city councils, town 
councils, and all the various public 
bodies that carried on the work of 
local government. As ‘the Feudai 
system began to decay, ‘and the com- 
mon people began to assert themselv- 
es, they found that the best method to 
deal with those holding authority from 
the Crown was to appoint their out- 
standing men as their representatives. 
In those early days very ‘littl, freedom 
or liberty was accorded the common 
people, but as the years went on the 
influence of the city council became 
greater, and by the time of Charles 
lst so great was the prestige of the 
Lord Mayor of London that he could 
and did actually defy the King. It 
was under the control and adminis- 
tration of these councils, largely com- 
posed of merchants, many European 
towns became independent republic, 
very wealthy and very powerful. 

The city councils were the pioneers 
in the government of the people by 
the people, and to a very large degree 
British Constitutional government is 
the fruits of the experiments of the 
early city councils of England. 

They won freedom for the common 
people from the crown and aristo- 
cracy; they evolved a system of gov- 
ernment that has been copied in every 
democratic country in the world. 

And how was this made possible? 
It was made possible because the very 
best men in the community regarded 
tthe public office of councillor as 
something to be desired. It could nev- 
er have been possible if the best 
brains, the most energetic, 'the highly 
educated, had not regarded it so. It 
seems to me that we have got a 
long way from that spirit in this 
country. It seems ‘to be getting more 
and more difficult to get ‘business 
men to regard public office as some- 
thing to which they should aspire. 


Rather do they regard it as something

Every citizen has a stake 
community and should be willing to 
do something to protect. his own inter- 
est if he has no ‘higher motive of ser- 
vice. Just try to imagine the out- 
come of this pdlicy of aloofness if 
carried to the extreme. Just what a 
condition of official bondage would 
befall if every citizen in the commun- 
ity refused to serve. John Burns, 
who was one of ‘the best Presidents of 
the Local Government: Board has 
had, visited the States to observe 
local government as carried on there. 
His observations Jed ‘him to state that 
the deplorable condition existing at 
that time in the cities of U.S.A. was 
the result of the withdrawal of the 
best citizens from public service. 
Leaving as they did local government 
in the hands of the self-seeking poli- 
ticians with axes to grind, the inevit- 
able result manifested itself in such 
organizations as Tammany Hall, a 
name that ds still synonmous with civ- 
ie graft and corruption. 

We are infants in this country, and 
are just feeling our way. We have 
very serious difficulties confronting us 
in this city, problems that tax the 
best of us. While better off than many 
others, we are staggering under far 
too great a load of taxation. The task 
of making our income and expenditure 
meet without curtailing to too great 
a degree the necessary services is 
something that is worthy of the best 
brains among us. 

We can make our city just about 
what we want jt to be if we all do our 
bit. : . 

There was a striking article recently 
in a magazine about the City of Jack- 
sonville whose credit was so rotten 
that the Western Union actually re- 
fused to accept a message at a cost 
of sixty cents. 

The story of the redemption of 
this city is a story of co-operation on 
the part of the citizens and whole- 
hearted service on the part of the 
council, The council of six was 
elected from eight men who were 
drafted for this service. They gave a 
pledge to the citizens that ‘they would 
do their bit and asked for intelligent 
criticism, the citizens on their part 
taking a pledge that they would loyal- 


ly co-operate with the Council ‘and 
would refrain from criticism until 
conversant with all the facts. 

If all our citizens would do this 


latter, ‘how much more agreeable 
would public service become. 

After mentioning some of the 
prominent statesmen of Britain, 


‘among them Mr. J. Chamberlain and 


Lord Peel, who had devoted years to 
municipal service, the speaker  con- 
cluded with: 

Gentlemen, I know of no service at 
present in this city that is more 
worthy of your earnest consideration. 
We cannot be self-respecting and de- 
cline to accept our responsibilities. 
The cowardly attitude that says let 
George do it is bound to react un- 
favourably on us all.

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~ ALBERTA'S COALS 


President Dr. Tory Replies 
to Prof. Bone 


President Dr. Tory, of the University 
of Alberta, in the Edmonton Journal, 
gave the following very interesting 
review of Alberta’s coals in reply to 
the strictures of Prof. Bone, of the 
British Science Association party, on 


their non-adaptability, he claimed, for] 


o.tside markets. Dr. Tory says:— 

I have just had the opportunity of 
reading the discussion which took 
place over the remarks of Prof. Bone. 
It so happens that Prof. Bone isa very 
able coal chemist and as_ such can 
speak with authority about matters 
that come immediately under his own 
direct study. It is equally certain, 
however, from his remarks that he has 
not a clear conception either of the 
coal resources of Alberta or of the 
work that is being done in the study 
of them in this province. Perhaps a 
word about the qualities of our coal 
will be permitted in order that one may 
see clearly the absurdity of the posi- 
tion taken by Prof. Bone. 

About Our Coal 

Coals may be divided roughly into 
three classes; at the top, those high 
in carbon—anthracite and the anthra- 
citic coals; at the bottom, those high in 
oxygen—the sub-bituminous and lig- 
nite coals; and, in the ‘middle, those 
high in hydrogen, but low in oxygen— 
the bituminous coals, Alberta has 
coals of all three types. The problems 
connected with two of the classes of 
these coals, the anthracitic and bit- 
uminous coals, are in many respects 
similar to the problems wlrich have 
been or are yet to be overcome in 
many other parts of the world. It is 
with the third class, the high-oxygen 
coals, commonly referred to ag the 
“domestic” coals of Alberta, that the 
technical and economic problems to be 
met in Alberta, are sharply differen- 
tiated from those of elsewhere. It is, 
therefore, natural to find that it is in 
reference to coals of this class that 
outsiders make the most obvious mis- 
takes. 

Anthracite and bituminous coals are 
high in heating value, whilst the high- 
oxygen coals are distinctly lower in 
this respect. But on the other hand 
the high-oxygen coals share with the 
high-carbon, or anthracite coals the 
merit of cleanliness in handling and in 
burning. Proof of this latter point is 
easy to give in Edmonton, where high 
oxygen coals are burned, and where, 
even on the coldest winter’s morning, 
a smoking house chimney is unknown. 

The Fire's the Proof 

To the housewife, cleanliness in coal 
ranks in importance with heating 
value, and no one who has lived in a 
smoke-begrimed city of the east would 
doubt the wisdom of such judgment. 
Bituminous coals can be burned with- 
out smoke, but the practical fact is 
that they are not generally so burned. 
To blend bituminous coals with the 
domestic coals for export would be to 
rob the latter of its great virtue of 
cleanliness. It has furthermore been 
tried and abandoned for other reasons 
in connection with railway operations 
in Western Canada. . 

The high oxygen coals have been re- 
ferred to as a single class. There is, 
however, a wide variety of such coals 
in the province. The higher mois- 
ture content varieties will not store 
well, but are good for home use. Those 
with a lower moisture content store 
better, and have a higher heating 
value, and will therefore command a 
more extended market. 

During the past four years, over 500 
coal samples from this province have 
been analyzed in the university in ad- 
dition to the many thorough tests and 
investigations on different types of 
Alberta coals which have been carried 
out in the industrial research labor- 
atories. For anyone to say that little 
is known of the coals between Sask- 
atchewan and the Rockies is therefore 
merely a betrayal of ignorance, al- 
though no one knows better than the 
local workers how much more there is 
yet to be learned. 

Dr. Bone has, shown, during his re- 
cent visit as well as by his earlier cor- 
respondence with the local mining 
engineer, that his knowledge of Al- 
berta coals and Alberta conditions is a 
superficial one, based on old reports 
published In Ottawa rather than on the’ 
intensive study of Alberta coals now in 
progress in the province. His attitude 
appears to be based on a desire to have 
his processes and applHances adopted 
in Alberta rather than on an honest 
attempt to study and understand Al- 
berta's resources and problems. 

Again I say that this particular case 
is_ merely an incident, which perhaps 
we locally regret but after all has 
really no significance and must not for 
one moment be regarded as minimiz- 
ing the great benefit and stimulation 
which cannot but follow the visit of 
the British association te our city, nor 


ishould it be regarded as in any way 
minimizing the almost unanimous = ex- 
pressions of good-will and congratu- 
lations which this great body of scien- 
tific men extended to our province 
with respect to its institutions and its 
natural possibilities.

CONTROLLING CATTLE 
TUBERCULOSIS 


The restricted area plan of control- 
ling tuberculosis has beeen put into 
opération by the Health of Animals 
Branch of the Department of Agricui- 
ture at Ottawa. Its object ds the es- 
tablishment of tuberculosis-free 
areas - and provision is_ therefore 
made for the testing of all classes of 
cattle in a given territory. This sys- 
tem affords an excellent opportunity 
for systematic and methodical work 
and permits the testing of the largest 
number of cattle in a given period. 
The prompt slaughter of all re-actors 
and the cleansing and disinfection of 
all infected premises carried on und2r 
the system, provides, a clean territory 
fo a healthy herd. These herds are 
further protected from infection from 
outside sources by cattle not being 
permitted to come into the area except 
for immediate slaughter under certain 
precautions, unless they have first 
passed an Official satisfactory tuber- 
culin test. In ‘his report for last year, 
Dr. George Hilton, Veterinary Director 
General, refers to the only area in 
Canada that has so far been dealt with 
under this system. It is located in 
the Carman district in Manitoba and 
comprises twenty townships. The 
first test of all cattle in this area, 
numbering 16,550 head, was completed 
early in April, 1923, and 992 reacted, 
or 5.57 percent. These re-actors were 
promptly slaughtered and the premis- 
es on which they were located were

thoroughly cleansed and disinfected.

The first test cost in compensation 
five and a half times as much as ail 
retests and the annual general re- 
test of all herds in the area combin- 
ed. This reduction is due to tha 
fewer. reacting animals that are found 
with each succeeding test and indicat- 
es that the area will soon be entirely 
free from bovine tuberculosis,
